for constructing a cooperation for foe peace, 
welfare and happiness of both peoples.'* 

/ Arafat;- speaking to reporters before a 
meeting with Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit, 
saict “Might will never win “Over right."

Arafat’s Ankara visit\ follows the official 
. opening of a PLO office here and clearly 
shows the desire on both sides for closer rela- 
tions between foe PLO and Turkey. 

Arafat said foe Palestinian people will 
never forget that foe first rejection of Zionist 
• demands in history came from the Turks at 
the time of foe Ottoman Empire. The people 
of Turkey are witness to the Palestinian 
cause.** 

In Beirut, the Rev. Jesse Jackson. Ameri- 
can civil rights leader, left the Lebanese capi- 
tal for home Friday at the end of an 11-day 
self-styled Mideast peace mission, declaring 
the PLO had “ seized the moral initiative *’ 


by announcing a unilateral cease- fire in 
Southern Lebanon. 

Before leaving Beirut, Jackson held a third 
meeting with Arafaf and at an early morning 
news conference applauded a statement

Minister Hasan Fehmi Gunes resigned Fri- 
day after newspapers published reports of his 
alleged affair with a little — known actress. 

The resignation, announced by Gunes 
himself after a meeting Friday with Premier 
Bulent Ecevfr, plunged Turkey into a gov- 
ernment' crisis nine days before important 
Lower House and Senate elections. 

Gunes is foe third cabinet minister to quit 
the -past three weeks and foe sixth this year.

, He also voiced Saudi Arabia's denuncia- 
tion and condemnation of Israels assaults on 
South Lebanon. 

Prince Saud asserted that overall and last- 
ing peace will never prevail in the Middle 
East and the world at large so long as Israel 
does not unconditionally withdraw from all 
foe occupied Arab territories, including 
Jerusalem, and recognize foe legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people, including the 
right to ret up their state on their fatherland. 

He urged the general assembly to work for

He '.aid he hoped that the growing aware- 
ness of world public opinion of the justness of 
case would help in the process. He 
also paid tribute to the stand of the European 
Economic Community towards foe Palesti- 
nian problem for their understanding of foe 
issue.

The establishment of new settlements in 
the West Bank, Gaza, Jerusalem and the 
Golan heights.

Prince baud said that it was Israel in the 
first place which compelled the Palestinians 
to seek refuge in South Lebanon as a result of 
its aggressions. 

He uiso lambasted Israel's pretext of seek- 
ing" secured boundaries." He said that Israel 
used this motto to justiFy its continued occu- 
pation uf Arab lam! foi which there was abso- 
lute b no reason. 

He said that, as a matter of fact, it is the 
Arabs who arc worried for their security, not 
Israel. Israel has always been the aggressor 
and it is Israel which owns more arms than all- 
the Arabs combined and Israel which enjoys 
security and safety as a result of guarantees' 
from both East and West, he sadded. 

Prince Saud noted that the struggle has 
been imposed on the Arabs. It had never 
been the Palestinian people usurped some- 
body else's territory. 

And, in the name of Saudi Arabia, he con- 
demned foreign interference in African 
affairs. 


He also said that Miuai Arabia was ready to 
join in any genuine effort to hdp establish a 
new world economic order that would cater 
for everybody's interests, including develop- 
ing countries. 

He added thut Saudi Arubiu was willing to 
resume the dialogue between the industrial- 
ized world und developing countries for the 
same purpose. 

In another speech before the prestigious 
New York-bused Council of Foreign Rela- 
tions Thursday, Prince Suud urged the 
United Suites to define the extent of its moral 
commitments to Israel. 

He hoped thut such commitments would be 
extended to include the Palestinians "who 
are submitted to the worst form of aggression 
on the part of Israel" und to the Lebanese 
"driven out of (heir homes and hearth by the 
same weapons which killed the Palestinians." 

He stressed the necessity of continuing 
"the constructive dialogue between Suudi 
Arabia und the United States to deepen 
understanding and overcome problems that 
run counter to their interests." 

He said that such a diuiogue "should not be 
hindered hy unclear, mysterious obstacles to 
the overt dealing with each other with a spirit 
of understanding and trust." 

He warned against attempts to blame the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) for the energy crisis. 

He said that the real danger would lie in 
such charges diverting world public opinion 
from" the essential issue ’* and leading to the 
adoption of wrong policies and decisions. 

He added that Saudi Arabia always tried to 
avert strong world economic upheavals- and 
despite its development requirements pro- 
duced oil more than it needed and checked 
crude prices to contribute towards world 
economic stability. 


Israeli party demands 
settlement expansion 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 5 (AP) — Israeli rrurfe 
Minister Menahem Begin met Friday 'with 
leaders of the National Religious Party who 
demand expansion of settlements in the 
occupied West Bank. 

The meeting was set up after Jewish set- 
tlers at two West Bank sites occupied Arab 
land near their settlements Thursday to 
dramatize their drive for more land. But 
under pressure from the army, the settlers 
returned peacefully to their settlements. 

The demonstrations by settlers who 
believe Israel should establish more outposts 
on occupied territory and demands by foe 
Religious Party posed a potentially danger- 
ous political problem for Begin. The National 
Religious Party has threatened to leave foe 


governing coalition over the issue, an action 
that could bring down the Begin government. 

Religious Party leader Yehuda. Ben- Meir 
said before meeting Begin that his party was 
demanding expansion of seven West Bank 
settlements. “ In some cases this means taking 
over privately owned Arab land,” Ben- Meir 
said. The rest of the expansion would be on 
government property, he said. 

Settlers of Tekoah, 10 miles south of 
Jerusalem, left a plot they had seized beyond 
the village’s boundary late Thursday night, 
after they were left in drenching rain by sol- 
diers who took away foeir temporary shel- 
ters. Earlier, a similar group at Ophra, 15 
miles to foe north, voluntarily ended a 
demonstration.

phenomenon, and the price of the metal was likely to 
plunge sharply. 

•* In fact, 1 expect it to fall until it finally levels off at 
about $ 300 an ounce, ** be said. 

That prediction appeared to be being borne out on the 
London gold market Thursday, where the price of foe 
metal slipped under $ 400 an ounce, and again Friday, 
when at the London gold market's afternoon fixing, the 
price was set at $ 367.50 an ounce. 

The fall in the price, after the spectacular gains of foe 
last two weeks, was attributed to rumors that new meas- 
ures were underway to protect foe U.S. dollar. 

Fitaihi and other Jeddah gold merchants had said it 
'was a -lack of confidence in paper money in general — 
and the dollar in particular — which sent gold prices 
skyrocketting. 

But U.S. Treasury Secretary G. William Miller 
abruptly flew back to Washington from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund meeting in Belgrade Thursday, 


fueling speculation that the U.S. would soon announce a 
new package of steps to protect the dollar. 

The Jeddah gold market was puzzled by the whole 
situation. 

Fitaihi said as far as he could tell there appeared to be 
an unannounced understanding among major powers 
which led to the sudden rise in foe price of bullion. 

He said that included the Soviet Union's need for 
dollars to buy wheat, which prompted it to sell some of 
its plentiful gold supplies at veiy high prices. 

Other factors he cited were foe actions by some large 
speculators who bought low and sold when the price hit 
its peak, causing foe market to drop off to some extent. 

And some dealers here, he said, consulted foreign 
partners and agents who advised them to buy more, thus 
helping fuel tte spiral. 

The Kingdom’s largest gold dealers are banking 
institutions which buy and sell by telex through London 
and Zurich, without the gold actually changing hands.

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Yemenis reiterate unity commitment 


SANAA, Ocl 5 (Agencies) — 
North and South Yemen have 
re affir med their determination to 
go through witji a plan to merge 
the two countries. 

In a communique issued here 
Thursday at the end of a three-day 
visit to the Yemen Arab Republic 
(North Yemen) by the premier of 
foe People* s Democratic Republic 
of Yemen (South Yemen), foe two 
states said the reunification would 
be based on "sound democratic 
principles.” 

South Yemen premier All Nas- 
ser Muhammad left for home late 
Thursday after holding talks with 
senior North Yemen officials in 
which the two sides pledged them- 
selves to a peaceful unification 
process. 

The two states fought a fierce 
border war early this year which 
was brought to an end by Arab 
mediation. 

At that time, at a summit meet- 
ing in Kuwait, early this year, 
leaders of the two states agreed to 
work on the framework for unity 
which had been agreed on at ear- 
lier summit conferences in Cairo 
and Tripoli, Libya. 

Since then, committees repres- 


enting the governments of both 
states have been trying to work 
out details -of foe unity plan, and 
Muhammad’s visit here was 
another step along that road. 

And since the Kuwait meeting, 
border clashes between foe two 
have dwindled to almost nothing. 

In the joint communique issued 
at the end of Muhammad’s visit. 


the two states pledged to abide by 
the Baghdad accords scorning 
Egypt for its peace treaty with 
Israel, and called for Israeli with- 
drawal from all occupied ter- 
ritories including Jerusalem and 
for the establishment of a Palesti- 
nian state under the leadership of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization. 


Crude oil for Bangladesh 


DACCA, Oct. 5 1 Agencies) — Saudi Arabia will supply Banglad- 
esh with one million tons of cheap crude oil in the 1979-80 financial 
year, Petroleum Minister Akbar Hussain said. 

He told a press conference Thursday that the government had 
negotiated a deal which would save foe country $24 million. 

Bangladesh has asked Saudi Arabia to supply another 1 .6 million 
tons of crude oil during the next two years. If agreed, it would 
substantially reduce the cost of oil imports to Bangladesh. Hussain 
said. 

Bangladesh imports 1.8 million tons of oil a year, including 
400,000 tons Of refined oil. 

Saudi Arabia has provided Bangladesh 600,000 tons of crude this 
year. 

Akbar said Bangladesh would set up its second refineiy at the 
country' s second port at Chalna within the next two year. The present 
refinery at Chittagong port has an annual capacity of 1 .5 million tons 
while foe new one would have a capacity of two million tons.

This enormous increase in the 
volume of completed interna- 
tional calls results from better 
operations procedures and 
equipment in the Operator Ser- 
vices Division, under the man-

If they do not respond, Abdul 
Ghafar warned, the customs will 
take strict measures that will com- 
plicate clearance procedures. 

The instructions to importers 
also specify that they must present 
original documents endorsed by a 
Saudi consulate abroad, and make 
sure that the' documents apply to 
each specific shipment. In particu- 
lar the certificate of origin of 
goods must be presented. 

Heavy equipment must not be 
shipped in a container in packag- 
ing, boxes or uncovered trailers, 
depending on which is appropri- 
ate. 

Reliable people must be chosen 
for shipping and clearing goods, 
and importers must not deal with 
people who have committed cus- 
toms offenses or those suspected 
of any offense in clearing goods. 

They should deal only with fore- 
igners who have good reputations 
and who work peacefully and well.

Egypt to court martial Shazli 


CAIRO, Oct. 5 (AP) — Egypt 
has decided to court martial Geo. 
Saadudin El Shazli, military chief 
of staff in the Middle East war on 
charges of revealing “strategy sec- 
rets’' pertaining to the October 
1973 war. 

The Egyptian decision was 
announced by Egypt's Defense 
Minis ter Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali, 
In an interview with the Al Wus - 
sowar magazine. 

Shazlf s whereabouts are uot 
known. He is not in Egypt but is 


reportedly in some other Arab 
country. 

Shazli was fired from his post as 
chief of staff in the final days of the 
October 1973 war with Israel. 
President Anwar Sadat who' is 
supreme commander of the armed 
forces said he made the move 
because Shazli had “collapsed” 
during the Israeli counter- 
offensive thrust west of the Suez 
Canal. 

Shazli was appointed ambas- 
sador to Britain the following year 


Sadat’s adviser urges use 
of oil to regain Jerusalem 

CAIRO. Oct. 5 ( AP) — A close adviser to President Anwar Sadat 
has said that the Arabs “ must” use their oil and money as weapons to 
win back Jerusalem from Israel should negotiations fail. 

In an interview with the -Egyptian television program “ Meet the' 
Scholars” Thursday Deputy Prime Minister Hassan Tohamy also 
emphasized there would be no peace in the Middle East unless Arab 
Jerusalem is restored “to its rightful owners” because it is “sacred to 
800 million Muslims and Arabs in the world." 

Egypt is currently trying to retrieve Jerusalem from Israel in the 
context of the Middle East peace accords. But Israel has vowed to 
keep it forever pan of the united capital of the Jewish state. 

“We want Jerusalem back in peace and justice, we want it wothout 
destruction or damage " said Tohamy a prominent members of the 
43-nation pan Islamic Council.

Turkey wants Cyprus talks revived 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 5 
(Agencies) — Turkish Foreign 
Minister Gunduz Okcun has cal- 
led on Greek Cynriot leaders and 
Greece to help revive stalled talks 
between the Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots for settlement of the 
Cyprus problem. 

In a policy speech in the U.N. 
General Assembly Thursday 
night, Okcun made an implicit 
attackon the proposal for a ij.N. 
committee on Cyprus put forward 
Monday by Cyprus’ President 
Spyros Kyprianou, a Greek Cyp- 
riot 

Kyprianou said then that the 


Greek Cypriots had walked out of 
the intercommunai talks, held 
under U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim’s auspices, 
because the talks had become 
stymied from what be called Tur- 
key's unwillingness to abandon a 
“ partitionist and annexationist 
policy. ” 

Okcun told the Assembly 
attempts' “ to take the Cyprus 
problem on platforms other than 
its proper platform. Ls_, inter- 
communal talks, are nothing but a 
maneuver in order to avoid seri- 
ous negotiations and as such are 
doomed to failure. " 

“ We still hope that the Greek 


Cypriot leadership will realize this 
very fact and cooperate with the 
secretary-general of the United 
Nations for the resumption with- 
out farther delay of the intercom- 
munai talks,” he added. 

In a related development in 
Moscow, Greece and the Soy*et 
Union called Th«irsd?y for the ear- 
list possible solution of the Cyprus 
problem based on U.N. decisions. 

A joint communique issued at 
the end of a Soviet visit by Greek 
Prime Minister Constantine 
Karamanlis said he and Soviet 
leaders devoted special attention 
to the Cyprus problem in then- 
talks this week. .

General elections in Pakistan 
scheduled on Nov! J7 are likely to 
be postponed until early next year, 
the daily Jang reported Thursday 
quoting reliable sources in Rawal- 
pindi. 

President Zia Ul-Haq may 
announce the change in a day or 
two in a broadcast to the nation, 
the report said. 

In the meantime, four different 
delegations representing all 
shades of public opinion were 
reported waiting on the president 
“not to hold general elections for 
the sake of elections^ in view of 
the indifferent attitude of major 
political parties. 

According to the Associated 
Press of Pakistan (APP) news 
agency, the delegations came from 
Peshawar and Mar dan districts of 
the northwest frontier province 
and different districts of the Pun- 
jab province. 

The leaders of the delegations 


told the president, according to 
'the government-controlled news 
agency, that since major political 
parties were not participating in 
the elections, "it was almost 
impossible to have truly represen- 
tative government on the basis of 
the results of these elections.” 

The report added that the 
delegation also suggested to Zia 
that the elections be postponed 
and after postponement, the 
administration should take effec- 
tive steps to root out corruption, 
improve law and order situation in 
the country, and finally implement 
Islamic laws. 

Zia later held separate meetings

One rich dessert, 5 cigarettes. 1 
chest x-ray, driving 125 needless 
miles: what do all of these have in 
common? According to a recently 
published article in Heath Phys - 
ics , the professional journal of 
radiation safety specialists, each of 
these activities will Tesult in a loss 
of life expectancy, on the average, 
of about 50 minutes. 

Bernard L. Cohen and J-sing 
Lee, both of the University of Pitt- 
sburgh have drawn up a daunting 
Ust of risks including radiation, 
accidents, various diseases, obes- 
ity, tobacco use, drug abuse, cof- 
fee. saccharin, occupational risks, 
martial status, geography, energy 
production and technology in 
general. 

industrial ' societies appear to" 
spend little time solving the major 
problems that affect life expec- 
tancy and appear to spend a dis- 
proportionately large amount of 
time on trivial problems. For 
example, using a rather pessimis- 
tic premise, it is estimated that if 
all electricity in the U.S. were gen- 
erated by nuclear power, the aver- 
age loss of life expectancy would 
be about 2 days. This theoretical 
loss of life results from expected 
major nuclear accidents and nuc- 
lear waste. But it has been demon- 
strated that being an unmarried 
male results in a loss of life expec- 
tancy of 3500 days, almost 10 
years. (Only 5 years for unmarried 
women.) 

The impact of technology on the 
quality and length of life is also 
interesting. AH pollution caused 
by industry' results in a loss of life 
expectancy not exceeding 100 
days, but technology is credited 
with extending man's life by sev- 
eral decades. 

Have you ever wanted to be a 
championship race car drive? A 
professional parachutist. A scuba 
diver? You can take courage, 
however, from the knowledge that 
participating in these activities for 
30 years, “would not be as 
dangerous as gaining 10 pounds of 
body weight"

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PLO’S TIME FOR DECISION 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson's relative inexperience when it comes to 
the Middle East has not prevented him grasping the salient fact m the 
present phase: The Palestine Liberation Organization is on the 
threshold of making the most momentous decision in its history; a 
decision on whether priority is to be given for the political rather than 
the directly military form of struggle. 

At point of issue here is not the weight to be given to Jesse 
Jackson's leadership, or indeed to the “black lobby” m the United 
States in general. Nor is it whether he is right in the views he has been 
expressing. This could be argued endlessly depending on the stand 
one takes on the gist of the matter: that the time of political action has 
arrived, that the political struggle on the international scene has to be 
pursued with the utmost vigor. 

To say this is not to go all the way with the black leader. His efforts 
towards a cease-fire between the Palestinians and the Israelis in 
South Lebanon have to be appreciated. Yet it has also to be asserted 
that the priority of the political front does not mean the exclusion of 
the military one, only its momentary or strategic demotion. There is 
no question of the PLO relinq uishing the military option. Its-pri macy 
against the political can be asserted once more, whenever circums- 
tances demand. 

But if the Rev. Jackson's utterances succeeded in highlighting this 
very real and timely issue, he was surely wrong to go on, as he was 
clearly doing, to require the PLO to accept the Camp David agree- 
ment and participate in the present Egyptian- Israeli peace talks, with 
the prior recognition of Israel this implies. 

The PLO's stand on this is adamant. It is for the aggressor who has 
uprooted and tormented the Palestinian people all these years to 
recognize their rights to a Palestinian state under the banner of the 
PLO. And this position is no longer as isolated outside the Arab 
world as it once was. The pressure within the international commun- 
ity for a full recognition of Palestinian rights and of the PLO us their 
sole representative is growing inexorably. The time will not be long 
before this full recognition is achieved. 

This is indeed the reason why the question of the primacy of the 
political struggle is being raised. In the late Sixties and early Seven- 
ties it was the gun which awoke an indifferent world to the sufferings 
of the Palestinians. But this task Is well on the way to achievement by 
now. More now is required in political and informational action so 
that the fruits of the process are reaped. 

Yasser Arafat, the chairman of the PLO, has shown frill awareness 
of this. But his task will not be easy. Many of the organization s 
friends will mistrust the maneuverability, the subtlety required by the 
political campaigns ahead, so far removed are they from the direct- 
ness of the gun. But the leadership has earned the trust of the vast 
majority of the Arabs and Palestinians; an ample fund of understand- 
ing and good will are at its disposal. 


THE POPE AND JERUSALEM 


After the European Community's declaration of its position on the 
question of Palestine came the words of Pope John-Paul II to reaf- 
firm the world's increasing awareness of the insufficiency of the 
current American- Israeli-Egyptian approach. With his now accus- 
tomed outspokenness, the Pope made it clear that there would be no 
value for any steps in this context unless they are seen to lead to a just 
and comprehensive peace. 

His words on Jerusalem were brief but equally important. The 
suggestion of international guarantees for the city still needs a great 
deal of discussion. Any such project has to take account of the Arab 
demand for a total Israeli withdrawal from the Arab city, then comes 
the key question of free access to the places of worship for all the 
major religions to be tackled. Jerusalem's unique character is under 
severw threat from ugly Israeli urban development. Time is therefore 
of the essence. Soon the “flower of cities" as the Arab world calls it 
will be changed beyond recognition. 

The Pope's suggestion and the expressed views of the EEC on the 
Palestinian question still fall short of Arab demands. Yet they are 
both most welcome signs of the increasingly equitable stand the 
world is taking on this persistent and painful crisis. The danger now is 
that the whole peace- making effort is.Jeft hanging until well after the 
coming presidential elections in the United States. The Arab coun- 
tries are collectively required they see to it that this does not happen. 
The first task is to dislodge the United States from its Camp David 
entanglement: to make it recognize — al last what the world has 
come to recognize — that this attempt was doomed from the start; 
that a more comprehensive beginning has to be made. 
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A Patriotic Front reversal

LONDON — 

The principle of reserving seats in an indepen- 
dent Rhodesian Parliament on the basis of color 
remains repugnant to the Patriotic Frciat guerrilla 
alliance.. ; 

By accepting Britain’s demand that 20 per cent of 
the seats should be held by whites, the front has not 
changed its principles. It made the concession in 
order to-find a constitutional settlement and end a 
war which has cost over 20,000 lives. 

There are, however, two surprising points about 
the front’s tactics. First it accepted 20 per cent white 
representation without apparently fighting for a 
lower figure. 

Second, front leaders revealed their hand in an 
unexpected way. They put forward 'two options. 
Each provided for 120 MFs, 96 of whom would be 
elected on a common roll or, under the second 
option, “reserved black rolL” 

In the first case, they proposed IS MFs elected on 

a “reserved white rolf' and nine on the com- . 
mon roll, meaning Africans would be able to vote 
for whites of their choice. The second option would 
reserve 24 seats for white members, all elected on a 
’reserved white roir. 

Britain and the Salisbury delegation Abel 
Muzorewa, which includes the white: Rhodesian 
leader Ian Smith, seem certain to go for the second - 
option. That way. Smith will certainly hope, the 24 
white MPs will all be members of his Rhodesia 
Front Party. 

If this proves to be so, then the Rhodesia Front 
will have only four seats fewer than it has in the 
existing Zimbabwe- Rhodesia Parliament. But it 
will have lost its right to block constitutional 
changes. 

The maximum number of parliamentarians the 
whites alone would be able to elect is 24, well short 
of tbe 30 per cent vote Britain proposes as being 
necessary to stop future constitutional change. 

The one factor which allowed the Patriotic Front 
to accept reserved white seats is the supreme confi- 
dence of the guerrilla movement and its leaders. 

The Patriotic Front’s debut was at the abortive 
Geneva conference on Rhodesia in 1976. Its lead- 


ers were then hesitant and uncertain. Old rivalries; 
were deep seated, and on tbe battle front the war 
was making little.progress. • 

At Geneva the. two Patriotic Front components, 
the Zimbabwe .African Natipnat Union (ZANU)/ 
led by Robert "Mugabe, and, the Zimbawe African 
People's Union <ZAPU), led by Joshua' Nkomo, 
always held separate- meetings before coming 
togetherfor strategy sessfcras. , 

. During the past three weeks in Loudon that sort 
of division — in large pan built on rautualsuspidoti 
has been absent The leaders know each other 
better and, on the negotiating front, they have 
experienced much together since' Geneva. 

In addition there has been the escalation of the 
war during tbe past .three years. Today 99 per cent 
of Rhodesia is under martial law.- None of it was at 
the time of Geneva. Large tracts of the country are 
no longer under the -control of tbe- Salisbmy 
a dmin istration. In 1976 oitiy a relatively 'smaU area 
was disputed. ' ; - V ’ ? ' 

The Rhodesian militaiy ; commander, Peter 
Walls, is on record as saymg'thattiK forces'canoot 
win the war. The guerrilla leaders believe that they 
can. Time is more on their. sideJ They have vast 
political networks in the rural-area* and an army 
variously put at 12,000 to '20,000 in the. field. 

They are convinced that they will easily in a new 
election, if it is genuinely free andfoir under inter- 
national supervision and if the transitional proces- 
ses before independence can be agreed in a way 
which is irreversible. • 

.Of great importance is the increasing hkciihood 
that the Patriotic Front will run together in elec- 
tions. The details have not been worked out and 
there is no agreement on leadership structures after 
the elections. But certainty- a continuance of the 
alliance offers the best prospect of avoiding a post- 
independence civil war. 

It is this confidence which allowed the Patriots: 
Front to concede reserved white seats. And it is this 
confidence which offers the possibility of the Lon- 
don conference succeeding for, if the guerrillas can 
win through tbe ballot box, they will have made 
their point more e f fect i vely than by winning on-the 
battlefield. — (OFNS) 


Who’s equal when West Bank water is at stake?

AL AUJA, WEST BANK — 
There is a cruel contrast of poverty and plenty in 
the area around this mud-hut ghost town on the 
West Bank of the Jordan River. 


The once- verdant valley north of Jericho is dot- 
ted like a vast punch board with d ying fields. Acres 
of farmland are parched beyond the hope of crops 
this foil and winter. Q'tms trees that will require a 
minimum of five to six years to replace have drop- 
ped their leaves and died, their branches dry as 
kindling. 

At first glance the blight over the land appears to 
be solely the result of the severe drought that has 
struck the entire Eastern Mediterranean area this 
year. 


“ Hie drought has hurt everyone equally, “ 
claimed Meir Ben-Meir, Israels water commis- 
sioner. 

But a closer look at the land recently showed that 
some people in this region of the West Bank are 
more equal than others. 


Despite the devastating drought, plush fields and 
groves mark the six major Jewish settlements that 
occupy a large portion of the farmland here. The 
fields and orheards of the settlements, fed by a 
network of underground water pipes and mechan- 
ized wells, showed virtually no drought damage. 

At the well-established Israeli settlement of 
Gilgal, for example, the abundant land that sweeps 
to the edge of the Jordan 15 miles north of Jericho 
was being tilled, planted and copiously watered by 
sprinkler and drip irrigation systems for the fall and 
winter vegetable crops. Citrus trees and banana 
plants looked healthy. Thousands of factory-bred 
white turkeys were being fattened for market. 


Tbe settlement's swimming pool, just a stone's 
throw from the modem, air-conditioned buildings 
that house Gilgars 100 Jewish families, was sur- 
rounded by a quarter- acre lawn as smooth and 
immaculate as a North Carolina golf green. And it 
was tantalizingly full. 

Tantalizing, that is. to the 500 Arabs remaining in 
this bone dry Milage of mad- brick and dust that only 
a year ago boused about -.000 who lived, as their 
families had for generations, on the products of the 
nearby fields. 

The West Bank Palestinians believe that the 
imbalance in water allocation is part of a deliberate 
strategy to drive them from their land and force 
them to sell it at reduced prices to Israelis, whose 
cabinet recently approved a new policy of permit- 
ting \ idividuals to buy private Arab land on the 
West Bank. 

Ben- Meir and Yaniv N'aftali. spokesman for the 
Israeli Agricultural Ministry, denied any such gov- 
ernment intention. 


The villagers of Al Auja. just walking distance 
from Gilgal, said that since May they have had 
barely enough water to drink. They complained 
thatio get even that much they had to beg from the 
Israelis. With their own fields dead or dying, most of 
tbe villagers have moved to Jericho, Nablus and 
Ramailah in search of jobs while the rest make ends 
meet by doing day labor for the Israeli settlers, said 
a village spokesman. 

Just a few yards from the edge of the village a 
9-inch pipe carries hundreds of gallows of water 
every hour to tbe nearby settlement land, bypassing 
the cement irrigation canal that used to supply the 
fields of Al Auja. 

There isone hand- turned valve on the pipe. Arab 
villagers arc permitted to tap only enough water for 
domestic use, but none for their fields. The village 
spokesman charged that even when they offered to 
buy the limited quantites that would have kept their 
citrus- orchards unfruitfully alive, the Israelis 
refused to share. 

Water Commissioner Ben-Meir, who supervises 
the allocation of scare water resources throughout 
Israel and the occupied territories, said he was not 
familiar with the plight of Al Auja but he refused to 
believe the villagers' story. 

If h is a political game, it has cost tile village of Al 
Auja the productivity of its fields and orheards and 
the loss of three-quarters of its people. 

An American- trained agronomist working to 
promote improved irrigation among West Bank 
farmers estimated that the Al Auja area has suf- 
fered a revenue loss of$ 2.75 million, not including 
investment m citrus orchards and plants. 

The Israeli water pipe snakes along the dry irriga- 
tion canal for a distance of several miles from the 
narrow Al Auja Valley where a natural spring 
known since biblical times used to gush from the 
otherwise barren Samarian bills. 

Just a few yards from the source of the old spring 
the Israelis have constructed a mechanized well 
whose pumps draw 250 cubic meters an hour, 24 
hours a day. 

Ben- Meir claimed that where a spring such as Al 
Auja* s has gone dry. us have others along the West 
Bank this year, the cause is simply drought. " It has 
affected the Jordan River, the Litani River in Leba- 
non — all the water resources of the region arc 
down." he said. 

But the villagers of Al Auja believe that the 
Israeli well, pumping steadily at the head of their 
stream has had something to do with the dry-out 
too. 

About 15 miles north of Al Auja, near the road- 
junction village of Jiftlik, where the water used to 
flow from the copious natural spring of the Faria 
Valley, some Arab farms also have gone dry. An 
agricultural expert said the drought was a contribut- 
ing factor, but far from (he only one. 

At a point near Jiftlik, after running through the 


most fertile Arab lands of the Faria Valley, the 
water has been diverted for Israeli use only, ’be sak£ 
An .Arab farmer complained that, like tbe villagers 
of Al Auja, there has been no waterjn his irrigation 
ditches since May. He saidhe-was keeping his fields 
alive only by using brackish well on his land. 


He complained that the women of his family must 
walk to an Israeli well more than two miles away for 
drinking water and are permitted to carry away only 
a.gallon apiece each trip. The farmer said that the 
Israeli militaiy government representatives who 
control the well turned him away empty when he 
arrived in a (ruck bearing a larger container. 

Another element in the water shortage near Jift- 
lik has been the inefficiency of the centuries-old 
distribution through open canals, which lose about 
40 per cent through evaporation and leakage, the 
agricultural expert said. 

Last year the U.S. Agency for International 


Development' offered to fund, through voluntary 
agencies, two- thirds of a S 3 million pipeline that 
had been requested by the Arab farmers of the 
valley. But permission forthe project was denied by 
the Israeli government 

“ Water resources are not private resources 
anymore,” Naftali, the Agriculture Ministry 
spokesman, said in explaining the Israeli govern-' 
menfs strict control over new water projects. 
*• Water belongs only to the state, ” be claimed, 
speaking of the water of the occupied territories as 
well as the water of IsracL 

He scoffed at Arab complaints in Al Auja and . 
Jiftlik that the government-controlled allocation of 
scarce water in the Jordan Valley is drying oat the 
Arab farmers for the benefit of Israel! settlements. 
** They can buy water just like anyone else,” he 
claimed 

; But the Arabs say that they have tried Jo buy 
without success. — (LAT) 


Giscard’s African fire brigade

PARIS — 


A new long-range paratroop strike force was 
used by France to overthrow Emperor Bokassa in 
the Central African Republic. It was the first 
aggressive operation by the force, which only two 
weeks before carried out its first long-range exer- 
cise, a show of strength in the Shaba province of 
Zaire. 

Operation Leapfrog, in which the paras secured 
the key points of Bokassa’s capital, Bangui, in 15 
minutes — as President David Dacko Sew in 
aboard a French Air Force cargo plane — - marked a 
major change in French African policy. 

Instead of ad hoc arrangements, under which 
French- speaking black states can call on French 
military aid, the strike force has been established to 
enforce French influence in its former colonics on a 
permanent basis. Soon the force will be backed by 
tanks and heavy artillery. 

Dacko, who was the first to reveal that the French 
troops carried out what be called 'our Entebbe,' 
says he is prepared to keep the French troops in his 
country for 10 years if necessary. 

The new regime shares France's concern that the 
popular opposition movement, the Patriotic Front 

— who arc the main victims of the former Emperor 

— will seek Soviet support to overthrow Dacko, a 
cousin of Bokassa and for three years confidential 
adviser to the overthrown tyrant. 

The Patriotic Front described the coup as a 'colo- 
nial reconqucst*. 

The new President's apparent acceptance that 
France will supply a permanent anti- Soviet security 
force corresponds exactly with the French policy of 


trying to anticipate and prevent any attempt by 
Moscow to subvert black states — even before the 
threat is clear. 

Originally, President Giscard offered black states 
military help only against invasion from outside. 
This was the reason for the two. interventions in 
Zaire (when rebels came from Angola), tbe station- 
ing of 2,500 men in Chad (because rebels were 
attacking from outside), the militaiy support for 
Mauritania (to ward off Palisario Front attacks 
within its frontiers) and the stationing of 6,000 men 
in the East African enclave of Djibouti (threatened 
by Ethiopian terrorists). 

The experiences showed up political and military 
shortcomings, particularly in Zaire, where France 
acted late because intervention depended on a for- 
mal invitation, and the military did' not have the 
capacity to respond quickly or reinforce' troops 
already landed. 

The Central African operation show* how fast 
this is changing. Now that President Giscard is pre- 
pared to take the political initiative, French forces 
are being given the capacity for lightning strikes. 

The key to tbe strike force consists of three regi- 
ments of marine paratroopers of the 1 1 th Parachute 
Division, who are kept on permanent standby. They 
were united as an intervention group in June with , 
battalion command under a general. They will be . 
backed by half a motorised brigade, which will 
include tanks, other armoured vehicles and self- 
propelled heavy artillery. 

The troops will be permanently based in southern 
France, making it easier to transport them by 
Transali planes, whose range has been stretched to 
reach key points of former French West Africa-

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International liberals 
thrash out ideological 
problems in Canada 


OTTAWA, Oct. 5 (AP) — 
Delegates from Canada* Europe, 
and Africa examined their com- 
mon political heritage as liberals 
in a tense and changing world at 
the 32nd annual Liberation Inter- 
national Congress Thursday. 

“Liberalism is in perpetual 
danger of being lost to the world," 
said Liselotte Funcke, vice- 
president of the West German 
Bundestag.

Thus, it would be in NATO’s 
interest to deter (or help China to 
defend against) either large-scale 
conventional or nuclear attacks by 
the Soviets.”

U.S. nuclear dumps under fire 


BENA, Nevada, Oct. 5 ( AP) — 
The United States' three commer- 
cial radioactive waste dumps are 
under attack in their host states — 
raising the possibility that hospi- 
tal cancer labs, nuclear plants and 
universities may have to find new 
places to dispose of low- level 
wastes. 

The commercial dump at the 
Hanford Nuclear Reservation 
near Richland. Washington, was 
shut down Thursday by Gov. Dixy 
Lee Bay. Her temporary orderfol- 
lowed the discovery of defective 
packaging and trucks there. 


Nevada Gov. Robert List, wno 
has closed the Beatty, Nevada, 
dump temporarily in the past, is 
trying to close it permanently 
through administrative channels. 
A suit has also been filed by a Las 
Vegas newspaper seeking to close 
the dump. 

Nevada contends the operator 
has permitted slipshod practices 
that created health hazards. The 
company denies the allegations. 

South Carolina's Bar well 
dump handles 80 per cent to" 85 
per cent of America's commercial, 
low-level waste. Gov. Richard 


Riley says he wants to cut the 
amount of radioactive material 
deposited there in half. 

Riley thinks radioactive waste is 
a problem for all states/ Restric- 
tions on the Barnwell site would 
be felt throughout the nation. 

Officials in all three states have 
agreed not to accept shipments 1 
diverted from any of the three 
dumps. If the commercial sites are 
shut down or restricted, the fate of 
the waste seems to be uncertain. 

Opponents of nuclear weapons 
and nuclear power development 
contend there is no safe way to 
dispose of nuclear waste. 


New refugee 
wave feared 
as Cambodia 
war worsens 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 
(AP) — Hie Carter administra- 
tion told Congress Thursday there 
may be another major surge of 
refugees in Southeast Asia caused 
by a new Vietnamese offensive in 
Cambodia as well as resumed 
ejections of ethnic Chinese and 
others from Vietnam itself. 

Dick Clark, U.S. ambassador 
for refugee affairs, told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that 
“evidence indicates that the Viet- 
namese occupation forces in 
Kampuchea (Cambodia) have 
begun a new offensive against the 
Pol Pot forces." 

Moreover, be said, the United 
States is concerned that Vietnam 
may lift its moratorium on the 
expulsion of “undesirables", 
mostly Chinese. “We may see a 
sharp increase" in the refugee 
flow as a result, he said. 

Q ark’s remarks came as he pre- 
sented the Carter administration's 
plea for $ 207 million in supple- 
mental refugee funds for fiscal 
1 980. The biggest chunk of that, $ 
105 million, would go toward 
doubling the U.S. resettlement 
quota, from 84,000 to 168,000 
refugees. Other funds would help 
build new arrival camps in Thai- 
land and elsewhere and reim- 
burse the Defense Department for 
sea rescue and other transporta- 
tion expenses. 

To date, Clark said, U.S. Naval 
ships have rescued 691 boat peo- 
ple from the high seas, while mer- 
chant vessels, most acting on 
military directions, have picked up 
another 1,000

and military aid to help Turkey 
repair its staggering economy and 
rebuild its military forces. The 
compromise measure, worked out 
late last month by a House-Senate 
conference, broke a three- month 
stalemate over the aid request. 

1'he influential Greek, lobby in 
Congress opposed the plan to give 
Turkey S50 million in military aid 
as an outright grant. 


The House of Reoresentatives 
voted to reject me 1 980 U.S. fore- 
ign military aid authorization bil 1 . 
because it included the military 
grant and instructed its members 
of the House-Senate conference 
committee not to compromise on 
that issue. 


The issue was settled in a long 
series of private negotiations 
resulting in a formula providing 
Turkey with $250 million in loans 
for the purchase of weapons and 
military supplies.

Gulf will be protected by the 
insurance against damage caused 
by war or revolution, and against 
and decision by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment to take over its property 


or to prevent its money from leav- 
ing the country. The Egyptian 
government has granted the joint 
venture a concession in the area. 

OPIC said this is the first U.S. 
investment of- its type in northern 
Sinai Oil experts reported that 
though there must have been 
exploration there while it was 
under Israeli occupation, there 
have been do reports of significant 
amounts of oil — though there is 
some natural gas.

U.S. to up arms outlay 
to gain SALT support 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 5 (AP)— The Car- 
ter administration has promised Semite 
Democratic leaders it will soon send Con- 
gress a five-year defense plun that will 
increase U.S. military spending in an effort to 
win support for the SALT II treaty with Rus- 
sia. 

“I believe they can do it by November," 
said Senate Democratic leader Robert C. 
Byrd. "And I will go further to suy not only 
thut they should, hut that they better do it 
because 1 do not anticipate this treaty being 
culled up prior to the presentation of the 
fivc-ycur plan.** 

Senate Democratic Whip Alan Cranston 
suid he has been told by the defense depart- 
ment thut the administration expects to be 
able to send the five-year plan to Congress by 
November and to give the Senate un advance 
look at the 1981 budget as well. 

“1 have been given assurances by the 
Department of Defense that rhuv expect lu 
meet that sort of schedule," Cranston said. 

He said he talked this week with Secretary 
of Defense Harold Brown, who previously 
said that January would be the earliest the 
Pentagon could complete the job. 

"If the Department of Defense speeds 
preparation of its 1981 defense budget and its 
five-year plan, SALT could be brought to a 
vote this year with a reasonable chance of 
success," Cranston said. 

Later, Sen. Sam Nunn, D.- Georgia, said he 
had been called by White House Counsel 
Lloyd Cutler, who promised that every effort 
will be made to present the defense budget 


and the five-your program to the Senate in 
November. Nunn, along with other senators, 
has suid he will not consider voting for the 
treatv unless the administration commits 
itself to u ycurly increase In the U.S. defense 
budget of 4 per cent to 5 per cent, after taking 
infiutinn into account. 

However, u Pentagon spokesman said 
there was no effort to speed up preparation of 
the Defense Department's budget. Spokes- 
man Thomas Ross said " we arc proceeding us 
normal" in prcpurlng the 1981 budget and 
the five-yeur plun, which is scheduled to be 
presumed to Congress in January.

Famous Churchill 
speech actually 
read by an actor 


LONDON, Oct. 5 1 AP) — Winston Chur- 
chill's famous wartime speech, "We shall 
fight on the beaches... We shall fight in the 
hiIls...We shall never surrender," was really 
broadcast to the world by a British Broadcast- 
ing Corp. actor impersonating the great man, 
the BBC has confessed. 

The admission last week, nearly four 
decades after the June 4, 1940, speech that 
helped rally Americans to the effort, only 
partially debunked Churchill's image as a 
great war leader, however. 

For Churchill actually did deliver the stir- 
ring speech to the House of Commons in 
London that day, and at a later date he went 
into the studios to record it for posterity on a 
phonograph record along with his other 
major speeches. 

But June 4 was one of the darkest days of 
World War II — Churchill was preoccupied 
with the Dunkirk evacuation, France was 
about to fall to the Nazi's and America's 
entiy into the conflict was still 1 8 months 
away. He was too busy to tape a speech. 

So the job went to BBC repertory actor 
Norman Shelley, now 76. who told the Lon- 
don Daily Mail how it ail happened: 

“I was a fan of Winnie. I hadimitated his 
voice around the BBC. Someone must have 
remembered this, because they summoned 
me to the old transcription service studios 
near Regent's Park, gave me a copy of his 
speech, sat me down, and told me to get on 
with it.
